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1. TENG Hsiso~p'ing, political commissar of the 2 Field Army, and Ci’ EN 
Keng, chairman of Yunnan, have sigaed an agreement with the Burmese 
Communists as follows: ” — 


a. The Chinese Communists will supply the Burmese Communists with light 
and heavy infantry weapons, ammunition and military suppliss. 


b, The Chinese Communists will send political w -kers to assist Burmese 
troops. 


o. The Burmese Communists will advance north to the Yinto (& % ) Lake 
ares and the Yunnan border to establish a base there. They will then 
ba prepared to occupy the northern area of Wentso (3% {&) as far as 
the Mytkyina Railway and thus be in a position to receive supplies from 
the Chinese Communists. 


2. The Burmese Communists have sent Tech’ in-tan-tun ( 48 AK aH ) as their 
representative to the Chinese Communists in Kunming,
